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Faculty  OK's 
New  Honor 
Point  System 

A  new  method  of  figuring 
honor  points  was  approved  at  a 
faculty  meeting  Thursday,  Oct. 
5,  for  publication  in  the  1962- 
’63  catalog. 

The  new  rule  states  that  in 
determining  a  grade  point  av¬ 
erage,  the  student  shall  be  as¬ 
sessed  the  number  of  hours 
credit  attempted  for  ehch  reg¬ 
istration  in  the  course. 

This  simply  means  that  in 
repeating  a  course,  the  accum¬ 
ulated  honor  points  in  that 
course  will  be  divided  by  the 
accumulated  hours  spent  in  it. 

An  example  would  be  if  a 
student  flunks  a  3  hour  course, 
takes  it  over  and  receives  a 
*D’,  then  takes  it  over  and  gets 
a  ‘B’;  he  will  end  with  an  av¬ 
eraged  grade  point  of  1.33,  or 
slightly  over  a  ‘D’. 

Previously  the  highest  grade 
would  have  been  counted  as 
the  grade  for  the  course. 

Frosh  Tests 
Are  Returned 

Results  of  the  Freshman  Ori¬ 
entation  Tests  have  been  re¬ 
turned  to  NWMSC. 

Each  student,  in  order  to  ob¬ 
tain  the  results,  must  make  an 
appointment  with  the  secretary 
in  the  Dean  of  Students  office. 

At  the  time  of  appointment 
results  will  be  interpreted.  The 
results  will  aid  students  in  de¬ 
ciding  a  major  field  by  pointing 
strength  and  weakness  in  aca¬ 
demic  fields. 

Pep  Club  Hopes 
For  More  Support 

“Furthering  school  spirit” 
will  be  the  main  objective  of  the 
recently  organized  Bearcat 
Pep  Club. 

The  group  meets  once  a  week 
for  discussion  and  work  with 
the  cheerleaders. 

Special  privileges,  available 
to  members  only,  include;  re¬ 
served  area  at  all  home  foot¬ 
ball  and  basketball  games,  re¬ 
served  seats  on  any  sponsored 
bus  trips  to  out-of-town  games, 
and  megaphones.
